When the Government decided to retain in 
thoir own hands the power of granting li- 
eoneea to, preparo: opinm. and to licence the 
Lopium divans they acted wisely.

tice of granting a monopoly of this privilege | 


to'one person or syndicate of parsons for- 
merly puraued certainly saved much trouble; 
hutit'was open.te ‘soma objection, In the 
first place'the Government never received 
their lawful revonue, and. iu the second far 
too much power was thrown into the hands 
of the Farmar, who might have exercisad it 
to tho datrimeut of the freodom ‘of trade. 
Tho oxpariment. now in progress will, wo 
hope and believe, prove entirely aucécssfal, 
and so far very sntisfactory accounts of the 
prospects of thoworking of the presontayatem 
bave been made. In order, bowover, to atill 
furthor strengthen tho bonds of tho Super- 
intondent of the Opium Revenue, 4 short 
Bill was introduced, and road a first time,

The twenty-five importing firma liave ad. 
dressed 9 memorial to the Governmont pray- 
ing that tho Bill may berajectod, whilea simi. 
lar petition has bean presented by tha tworty- 
thyce Chinose hongs dealing in the raw drug, 
The memorial. of ‘the importera is vory 
frank and outspoken. They object. to the 
Bill because tho Chinese. honga would be 
immoadiately adversely affected by ‘it, aud be. 
cause they (the importers) believe that 
ultimately-.tha cost ..of the. licences would 
come ont of their pockets. They urge that 
it is not. fair that they—representing bute

age. We are’ glad to hear, bowever, 
that’ the memorial. of the .. importers 
will bo carefully considered before any steps 
ate taken'to proceed with tho Opium Reve.
